My Lord, Theſe are the Men that have made ſuch a Buſile of late, with their 
Plots and Contrivances to bring Us into onſuſion : Now as Tour Grace is both by 
Duty and Intereſt oblig'd, ſo let the F umble Kequeſt of your True and Real Friends, 
perſwade Jou to mind no other Intereſt beſides that of the Common Good; Ton are 
in the Eye of the People, and Belov'd by all, for thoſe F xpreſſions of Goodneſs, and 
Valiant Acts Jou have perform d both at Fome and Ai road; It's much Lamented, 
and taken to Heart by your beſt Friends, that there are à ſort of Men who have made 
it their Buſineſs of late to advance Tou F igher than the I iſdom and Favour of the 
King has made you; We do fay They are Jour Fnemies, and ſeek after Tour Ruine, 
though We doubt not at all that any of their pernicious and Self deſigning ( ouncels 
ſfhall ever Sway with ſo Noble awd Frudent a trince as Jour Grace, to derogate in 
the leaft from thoſe Innate and Imbred Frinciples in * Jouk, of Loyalty and 
Obedience to the beſt of Kings, &c.

adviſe young Abſalom, that ſince David had appointed no one to hear their Grie- 
vances, (which was 4 Political Lie, and relieve their Oppreſſioms, to wiſh, O tat 
I were made Judge in the Land, that every Man that hath any Suit or Cauſe, 
might come*to Me, and I would do him Juſtice. In ſhort, theſe Princigled Men 
were they that ſet on Abſalom to ſteal away the Fearts of the People from the Ning; 
' Theſe are they that adviſed him to go to Hebron to pay his Vow; And Theſe were 
the Men that led him into Anal Rebellion againſt his Father, and to be deſtroy'd 

by ſome of the very*Flands that Had aſſiſted him in thoſe perniciods Conncels.
